The  trustees  present  their  fifteenth  annual  report.  The 
librarian  furnishes  the  following  account  of  books  and  circula- 
tion : 

The  circulation  of  books  from  the  library  during  the  past 
year  has  been  15,234,  of  this  number  787  were  sent  to  the 
Center,  325  to  63  readers  in  South  Randolph  and  624  to  East 
Randolph.

The  library  closes  another  successful  year  with  an  increase 
of  books  and  readers  and  an  evident  growth  in  popular  estima- 
tion. It  is  gradually  becoming  an  indispensable  ally  to  the 
schools  and  literary  clubs  of  the  town.  Here  books  and  infor- 
mation are  found  which  would  not  otherwise  be  accessible  to  the 
lovers  of  learning  in  our  community.  The  library  makes  it 
probable  that  each  coming  generation  will  be  more  intelligent 
and  better  read  than  that  which  preceded  it. 

The  trustees  ask  for  the  usual  appropriation  of  eight  hun- 
dred dollars  for  the  coming  year.

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HEALTH  OFFICER'S  REPORT. 


Randolph,  Vt.,  Jan.  i,  191  i. 

To  the  Citizens  of  Randolph: 

My  report  as  Secretary  of  the  local  board  of  health  includes 
eleven  months,  from  Feb.  1st  19 10  to  Jan.  1st  1911,  but  here- 
after it  will  be  for  twelve  months  from  Jan.  1st  of  each  year. 
This  change  in  the  date  of  the  report  to  the  town  is  made  so 
that  it  will  conform  to  the  time  of  the  report  required  to  be 
made  to  the  secretary  of  the  state  board  of  health.  We  have 
reported  to  the  state  board  of  health  during  the  eleven  months 
ending  Dec.  31,  1910:  200  cases  of  measles,  24  cases  of  chick- 
en pox,  6  cases  of  whooping  cough,  3  cases  of  typhoid  fever,  2 
cases  of  scarletina,  7  cases  of  pneumonia,  and  1  case  each  of 
diphtheria,  mumps,  erysipelas  and  german  measles.  An  exten- 
sive epidemic  of  measles  which  began  the  first  of  February  and 
lasted  until  the  first  of  July  was  brought  to  us  from  other  towns. 
It  was  confined  to  the  village  of  Randolph  with  the  exception 
of  15  cases  and  those  came  from  exposure  in  this  village.  If  it 
had  not  been  for  the  epidemic  of  measles  we  should  have  had 
very  little  contagious  disease  during  the  year ;  only  about  half 
what  we  usually  get.  If  people  were  more  careful  the  spread  of 
such  a  disease  would  be  much  less.  If  the  quarantine  was  as 
strict  with  measles  as  it  is  with  diphtheria  and  scarletina,  such 
an  epidemic  could  hardly  occur.  The  idea  that  children  must 
have  the  measles  some  time  and  they  may  as  well  have  them 
now  as  later  is  still  quite  prevalent.  Nevertheless,  we  are  ex- 
pected to  control  the  spread  of  the  disease  all  we  can. 

Some  improvements  have  been  made  in  some  of  the  school 
houses  during  the  year.     There  are  others  that  should  have 
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better  sanitary  arrangements.  So  long  as  they  are  used  for 
school  purposes  they  must  be  kept  in  a  wholesome  condition. 
It  is  hoped  that  the  school  directors  will  see  that  every  school 
house  is  in  first  class  condition  before  the  summer  term  begins. 

There  are  still  a  few  in  the  village  who  have  not  connected 
with  the  sewer  system.  Some  use  the  argument  that  they  have 
something  just  as  good,  but  I  doubt  if  there  is  any  system  as 
good  as  the  one  recently  installed,  and  we  hope  that  every  one 
will  attend  to  the  matter  as  soon  as  possible  so  that  there  will 
be  no  further  need  for  discussion  in  the  matter.  It  is  certainly 
important  that  every  house  that  is  used  is  connected  with  the 
sewer. 

Education  is  accomplishing  a  good  deal  in  the  way  of 
bringing  about  a  proper  appreciation  of  the  importance  of  a 
strict  observance  of  the  laws  of  the  state,  and  of  the  regulations 
as  promulgated  by  the  state  board  of  health  respecting  hygiene 
and  sanitation. 

There  is  not  only  very  little  opposition,  but  on  the  con- 
trary nearly  every  one  is  anxious  to  do  just  the  right  thing  and 
do,  so  far  as  they  know. 

I  feel  it  my  duty  as  executive  officer  of  the  local  board  of 
health  to  thank  the  members  of  the  board  for  the  assistance 
rendered  me  during  the  past  year,  and .  hope  that  our  relations 
in  the  future  will  be  as  pleasant  as  they  have  been  in  the  past.
